And the In1quitys which hav preceeded, Gods general Judgments 
in the ages pait, wer generally thes, to wit, Covetoſnes, Przd , Op- 
prefiiton , Cruelty, dolatry , Perſecution, & $hedding of Innocent Bloud, 
the Scripturs oftruth, as wel as other records do abundantly giv teſti- 
mony tothe trurh therof, & dyvers Inſtanſes I myt procits to evi- 
dens the ſam but I shal only mention ſomching briefly concerning 
two.

failed nothing on his parr, as their own records teſtil ys 

But as itis writen , they for a lit-el tym beleeved his word & ſang his

Yet further ſeeing a way to go from plas to plas andhavebak, 
and Belly freely provided for, it hath, & doth transform it ſelf 
aan tAnzel of lt, or Miniſler of Ryteoſnes, appearing in the 
eAſeemplys of the Sainis , and Children of the lyt, intruding into 
the Peclaraiion of things which they hav not ſeen, fili, taſled, 
nor experienſed in themſelvs , talking of the Salvation of God, 
of (hrit, of the lyt, Spirit , and Power of God in the inward 
parts , butbyſuch as truly dwel and walk intheh;t, lf, wiſdom, 
and Power of God, ar al the ways and workimes of that ol4 Ser- 
pent inſuch, ſeen, felt , diſcerned, andjudeed, who are the linel 
foxes that hurt the wyns with the tender grips andthei! mouths (by the 
Power and Wiſdom of God) muſt , and shal be ſloped. 

Butinal ages ({1ns the entrans of transgreſsion) ſuch as hay bin cal- 
'ed, &ſent forth by the Lord, appearing in the evient demonſtration 
of the pur Power, and ſpiritof God to declar his mynd , & wil unto 
Peepcls, the ſpirit, and power of darknes in Rulers, Teachers, and 
peepel coull never bear with ſuch,but hav mad aprey of them,counting 
thei as not worthy to hav a being , turners of the worl\ uplyd down , 
Peltilent fellows, blaſphemers ſuch as the land could not bear their 
words, ſuffering attheir hands mok-ing , Scorn , Contemt , Derifion, 
Bonds, lmprifoninent, Banishment, Spoyling of goods, whiping, ſton« 
ing, racking, 1 orturing , Crucifying , Hanging & burning.

body of fin & Deth in the general, and 4n ech particaler is moved 
heerat  & this cauſeth fines ro {viz on the hed , and pain, & hevynes 
to fi! che heart, and is as Mortal , and Incucabel daits in theliver ,
